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At the ■>> tine I also understand General da Caulle'a concern that 
any initiative to bring about negotiations might b* »i*.lnterpreted a* a 
sign of Vaatarn weakness. I as confident thai toe Allied Governesnts 
will in the next few weeke preclude any such mtsonder standing. I aa 
therefore very glad that the foreign Ministers will met on September Ik. 
I think It necesaar; to start the discussion of the objective and strategy 
of the negotiations even earlier, ao that it may be concluded at that 

Apart from the poesibility that the SoTiets ni c -.Mt. •misinterpret the 
West's willingness to negotiate, I am above all concerned about the danger 
of further unilateral actions before or during the envisaged negotiations 
and during the period in which the build-up of a Weeterc position of 
military strength will not yet be far enough advanced. 

I am of the opinion that acquiescence in any further acts of force 
such as occurred in Berlin on August 13 and thereafter ia utterly out of 
the question. It therefore appeara to aa to be imperative that we have 
a fresh study made of nomllitary eountermeasures that might be taken 
when there is any threat, not as yet to access to Berlin or to the 
inte£rity of Weet Berlin territory, but to other important rights and 
interests of eitlssn* of Vest Berlin. When Secretary Ruek visited ins 
in Cadenabbla, I drew his attention to the necessity of discussing a 
system of econosdc measures against the Eastern bloc, ao that economic 
sanctions can be applied te an ever-increasing degree. The more inteneively 
I etudy econond; conditions in the Eastern bloc, the more I ao convinced 
that we can give the Saetern bloc trouble in the economic field. 

I have asked ambassador Crewe to present ay ideas to you orally. 
Ambassador Crewe knows ay thoughts on the subject and has my full confidence. 
1 should be most grateful If you would hold such a conversation with him;
